HEBERDEN,  and  in  his  ufual  candid 
and  obliging  manner  prefented-  to  -the  Royal 
Society y  whofe-  Committee  -have  ordered  them 
to  be  publijhed  in  the  next  volume  of  the  Phi - 
lofophical  Tranfaffions.

Lower  Brook-Street,  May  19,  1767; 
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SOMERSHAM  WATER. 
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IE  County  of  Huntingdon ,  tho* 
one  of  the  fmalleft,  contains 
feveral  fprings  of  different  kinds, 
fome  for  common,  and  others 
for  medicinal  purpofes.  Mr. 
CAMDEN  gives  the  earlieft  account  of  the 
Purgative  Salt  Waters,  at  Hail-Wejlon  \  and 
a  later  writer,  the  anonymous  compiler  of 
Magna  Britannia  Antiqua  &  Nova,  pub- 
lifhed  in  1720,  mentions,  that  St.  Neot's , 
and  St.  Ives ,  were  famous  for  Medicinal 
Waters ;  but  as  no  fprings  of  fuch  a  nature 

A  3  are 
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arc  found  within  the  limits  of  thofe  towns, 
they  probably  became  noted  by  the  refi- 
denee  of  fuch  perfons  who  came  to  drink 
and  ufe  the  purging  HaiUlVefion  Waters, 
either  internally  or  outwardly,  which  are 
fituated  at  about  one  mile  and  a  half  from 
St.  Neof  s  ;  or  by  the  concourfe  of  thofe 
who  came  to  drink  the  Chalybeate  Waters, 
on  Scmerjham  Heath }  about  the  diftance  of 
two  miles  and  a  half  from  St.  Ives .  Mr. 
CAMDEN  takes  no  notice  of  the  pure  and 
excellent  water,  known  at  Huntingdon,  from 
its  fituation,  by  the  name  of  the  Huntingdon 
Horfe-Common  Water;  of  the  pure  limpid 
fpring  in  Holywell  Church-yard,  much  more 
famed  in  fuperftitious  times  for  it$  great  pu¬ 
rity  than  any  medicinal  property ;  or  of  the 
Chalybeate  Waters  of  Nill-IVeil ,  or  St. 
Agnes's-  JVell  in  Papwort.h  St.  Agnes ;  at 
Elton-Hall ,  Lord  CARYSFORT’s  feat,  and 
<  ther  light  Chalybeate  fprings  rifing  in  Sit* 
kme  wood,  Huntingdon  town,  and  many 
other  places  ;  nor  did  he  probably  know  of 
a  very  ftrong  briny  fpring  in  a  clofe  belong¬ 
ing  to  Sir  ROBERT  BERNARD,  Bart,  at 
Bury  near  Ran:fey . 

For  Medicinal  purpofes,  the  waters  chiefly 
to  be  recommended  in  this  county,  are 
the  three  following ;  i.  The  pure  and  limpid 
water  called  the  Horfe-Cqmmcn  Water,  at 

Jim- 
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Huntingdon ,  remarkable  for  its  foftnefs  and 
little  fediment.  2.  The  Purgative  and  Alte¬ 
rative  Waters  at  Hail-lFefton ,  noted  for  there 
being  three  wells  of  different  properties  and 
ufes  very  near  each  other.  And  3.  The 
Chalybeate  SOMERSHAM  Water.  The 
firfl  mentioned  fprings  at  Huntingdon  and 
HaiUWejlon  may  hereafter  be  made  known ; 
but  in  thefe  pages  I  confine  myfelf  to  the 
account  of  the  SOMERSHAM  Water. 

The  SOMERSHAM  Water,  commonly 
called  the  SOMERSHAM  SPA,  iffues  forth  ' 
from  the  declivity  of  a  fmall  hill,  which  is 
iituated  on  a  heath,  bearing  the  fame  name, 
and  lying  near  the  high  road,  between  the 
towns  of  St.  Ives  and  SOMERSHAM,  in 
the  county  of  Huntingdon ,  about  two  miles 
and  a  half,  or  three  miles  diftance  from 
St.  Ives.  This  heath  was  formerly  cover’d 
by  part  of  the  roval  forefts,  cut  down  in  the 
reign  of  HENRY  II.  III.  or  of  EDWARD 
I.  and  now  ferves  only  for  the  grazing  of 
fheep.  Neither  by  record  or  tradition  is  it 
known  when  the  SOMERSHAM  Water 
was  difcovered  ;  the  earlieft  account  to  be 
depended  upon  is,  that  the  SOMERSHAM 
Water  having  been  drank  at  the  end  of  the 
lafr  century,  but  afterwards  negle&ed,  was 
revived  under  the  patronage  of  the  late 
Right  Rev.  Dr.  MORE,  Lord  Bifhop  of 

Ely. 
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Ely,  who  delighted  much  in  the  ftudy  of 
Natural  Hiftory  and  Phyfic.  Drs.  ADDEN- 
BROOKE  and  ASHENHURST,  of  Cam¬ 
bridge,  and  Dr.  FULLWOOD  of  Hun¬ 
tingdon,  net  only  examined  this  water,  but 
made  ufe  of  it  in  their  practice. 

About  fifty  years  ago,  His  Grace  WIL¬ 
LIAM  late  Duke  of  MANCHESTER, 
the  late  Right  Hon.  EDWARD  Lord  Vif- 
count  HINCHINBROOK,  Dr.  WAKE, 
Lord  Bifiiop  of  LINCOLN,  with  the  chief 
of  the  Gentry  and  Clergy  in  the  counties 
of  Cambridge  and  Huntingdon ,  joined  in  a 
fubfeription  for  erecting  a  houfe  nfcar  the 
fpring ;  and  by  the  indefatigable  pains  of 
the  late  Rev.  Dr.  SAMUEL  KNIGHT, 
Prebendary  of  Ely ,  and  Redtor  of  Blun- 
tijham,  a  houfe  was  fitted  up,  a  bowling- 
green,  and  proper  accommodations  were 
made. 

: 

Many  perfons  came  to  St .  Ives ,  to  SO- 
MERSHAM,  and  to  the  pleafant  villages 
of  Earith ,  Colne ,  Pidley,  Woodhurjl ,  and 
Old  Hurjl ,  to  refide  during  the  fummer,  and 
drink  this  Water:  others  fent  for  it  to  Ely , 
Cambridge ,  and  even  to  fome  diftant  parts  of 
Lincolnjhire  and  Norfolk  %  where  it  was 
drank  not  only  as  a  medicine,  but  at  table 

mixed 
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mixed  with  wine.  Some  having  injudi- 
cioufiy  drank  the  SOMERSHAM  Water 
while  they  laboured  under  a  fit  of  the 
Stone  or  Gravel,  which  proved  fatal  to 
them ;  a  report  was  fpread  that  this  Water 
was  productive  of  the  Stone  ;  all  that  could 
be  faid  in  defence  of  the  Water  by  the 
Phyficians,  upon  the  ftriCteft  examination, 
was  to  no  purpofe  ;  the  torrent  of  preju¬ 
dice  could  not  be  ftemmed  ;  the  fpring  be¬ 
came  totally  negle&ed,  and  fo  few  perfons 
continued  the  ufe  of  the  Water,  that  the 
attendant’s  profit  being  very  fmall,  the  houfe 
fell  to  ruin  $  and  left  it  ftiould  become  a 
harbour  for  loofe  people,  the  materials  were 
all  removed.  * 

However,  a  good  opinion  was  ftill  enter¬ 
tained  of  the  SOMERSHAM  Water,  from 
its  manifeft  fuccefs  in  many  families.  Phy¬ 
ficians  of  great  eminence  then  pra&ifing  at 
Cambridge ,  and  fome  ftill  in  practice  there, 
made  experiments  on  this  Water,  and  agreed 
in  their  opinion  of  the  utility  of  it  in  feve- 
ral  cafes,  but  could  not  difcover  the  leaft 
property  in  the  Water  of  producing  either 
Stone  or  Gravel.  I  have  repeated  the  ufual 
experiments  on  the  Medicinal  Waters  in  the 
county  of  Huntingdon ,  every'  feafon,  from 
1751  till  1761,  with  the  greateft  care,  and 
have  obferved  the  SOMERSHAM  Water 

to 
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to  ad  as  a  diuretic  in  cafes  of.  the  Stone-  and 
Gravel,  and  without  the  leaft  inconvenience, 
provided  the  urinary  paflages  were  not  ob- 
fttucted,  and  the  patient  was  free  from  a 
fever.  Nay  more,  I  have  been  Emptied 
with  SOMERSHAM  Water  in  London 
every  year  from  1762  to  1767,  and  have 
been  enabled,  not  only  to  repeat  all  the  ex¬ 
periments,  but  to  have  them  confirmed  in 
my  prefence,  and  in  the  mod  obliging  man¬ 
lier,  by  Dr.  MORRIS,  whofe  letter  to  me 
will  appear  in  the  Philofophical  Tranfac- 
tions.  This  Water  had  the  fame  effed  on 
human  Calculi  when  brought  to  London ,  as 
it  had  at  Huntingdon. 

In  1758,  the  contents  and  virtues  of  the 
SOMERSHAM  Water  being  .communi¬ 
cated,  a  fubfcription  was  opened  to  ered  a 
houfe,  and  proper  accommodations,  near 
the  fpring,  according  to  the  plan  laid  before 
the  Committee  by  Mr.  ESSEX,  and  ap¬ 
proved  of  by  them,  each  perfon  fubfcribing 
One  Guinea  at  leaft ;  and  from  the  follow¬ 
ing  Lift  of  Subfcribers,  a  Committee  was 
appointed  for  the  management  of  the  Sub- 
fcription.

RULES  and  ORDERS 

For  the  Management  of  the 

SOMERSHAM  SPA. 

I.  rjPHAT  from  among  the  Gentlemen 
JL  Subfcribers,  thirteen  be  chofen  an¬ 
nually  a  Committee \  the  Proprietor  and  two 
Stewards  always  included.  And  of  this  num¬ 
ber  one  to  be  elected  Chairman,  who  (hall 
prefide  at  all  meetings,  unlefs  a  Peer  or 
member  of  the  Houle  of  Commons  be  pre¬ 
lent  ;  and  in  cafe  more  than  one  be  prefent, 
fuch  Peer,  or  Member  of  the  Houfe  of  Com¬ 
mons,  fhall  prefide  according  to  his  rank, 
unlefs  he  declines  it  to  the  Qhairman. 

II.  That  the  Committee  fhall  meet  at  fuch 
times  and  place  in  St.  Ives  as  they  fhall  think 
neceffary  ;  and  whenever  a  meeting  is  de- 
fired  by  the  Proprietor  or  Stewards,  a  week’s 
notice  mufl  be  given  by  the  Stewards.

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III.  That  the  Committee  fliall  have  power 
from  time  to  time,  to  form  fuch  regulations 
and  orders  for  the  ufe  of  the  SPA  as  mav 
render  it  effectual  *  give  Orders  for  the  ered- 
ing  proper  accommodations  and  convenien¬ 
ces  ;  fettle  with  the  Proprietor  fuch  a  plan 
as  {hall  appear  moft  beneficial,  and  alfo  au¬ 
dit  the  Stewards  accounts. 

IV.  The  Committee  propofed  by  the  Pro¬ 
prietor  and  Stewards  on  Monday  y  April  the 
3d,  1 7 58,  to  continue  till  the  firft  Monday 
in  April  1759,  and  then  be  either  conti¬ 
nued,  vacancies  filled  up,  or  others  chofe,  as 
the  majority  (hall  think  fit *  in  which  cafe 
the  Proprietor,  two  Stewards,  and  four  more 

of  the  preceding  Committee  to  be  continued.

V.  That  the  Stewards  appointed  by  the 
Subfcribers,  and  approved  of  by  the  Proprie¬ 
tor,  receive  the  fubfcriptions,  infpedt  the  re¬ 
pairs  and  improvements,  pay  the  expences, 
and  yearly  give  an  account  to  the  Subfcri¬ 
bers  of  the  preceding  year’s  receipts  and 
difburfements. 

VI.  That  the  Committee  appoint  a  Clerk 
to  attend  them,  to  take  the  minutes,  enter  the 
orders  in  a  book,  fend  notice  of  meetings  in 
writing,  or  to  the  Cambridge  Paper,  which 
Clerk  (hall  deliver  all  papers,  minute-book, 
&c.  to  the  Stewards*  and  (hall  be  allowed 

for 
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or  fuch  trouble  fuch  a  fee  at  each  meeting, 
as  the  Committee  of  Subfcribers  fhall  direct. 


VIII.  That  the  hours  of  attendance  at 
the  SPA,  be  from  five  o’clock  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  till  feven,  for  the  poor;  and  from  feven 
till  twelve  at  noon  for  other  perfons.  That 
no  gratuity  be  taken  by  any  fervant,  or  fer- 
vants,  from  any  poor  perfon ;  the  fervant  in 
default  to  be  immediately  difeharged.  A 
certificate  of  the  perfon  being  a  proper  ob¬ 
ject  of  charity,  figned  by  the  Minifler  of  the 
Parifh,  or  by  foine  reputable  perfon  in  that 
parifh,  is  to  be  given  to  the  fervant. — Every 
perfon  claiming,  and  having  a.  right  of  Com¬ 
mon  on  SX3MERSHAM  Heath,  to  have  the 
Water  gratis  for  their  own  ufe,  on  giving 
to  the  fervant  their  names  and  places  of 
abode.  Subfcribers  to  pay  Five  Shillings 
per  feafon.  Non-fubfcvibers  to  pay  Seven 
Shillings  and  Sixpence  per  feafon,  or  Two¬ 
pence  a  quart.  The  fervant  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  fubfeription  Four  Shillings  a  week, 
from  the  firft  of  May  to  the  fir  if  of  ffober, 
unlefs  the  gratuities  from  the  Water-drinkers 
render  fuch  payment  unneceffary. 

IX.  That  a  licence  be  obtained  for  the 
fervant  or  fervants  to  fell  wine,  fpirituous  or 
malt  liquors,  when  a  proper  houfe  is  fitted 
up  for  the  reception  of  thofe  who  ufe  the 

Water  ; 
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water ;  and  leave  be  given  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  company  with  tea,  coffee,  choco¬ 
late,  medicinal  tinftures,  drops,  falts,  and 
other  neceflaries  of  ufe  in  fuch  places;  as 
alfo  to  drefs  any  provifions,  and  entertain 
company,  provided  good  hours  be  kept,  and 
no  rioting  or  debauchery  of  any  fort  be 
fuffered.  On  any  complaint  of  fuch  irre¬ 
gularity,  and  that  clearly  proved,  the  fervant 
to  be  difcharged  by  the  Proprietor* 

X.  That  the  Subfcribers  fhall  have  the  free 
ufe  of  the  Bowling-Green,  and  of  the  Cold  ' 
Bath  when  compleated,  paying  only  fome 
finall  gratuity  to  the  perfon  attending- the 
Green,  and  what  is  ufual  at  other  Cold  Baths 
to  attendants. 

XI.  That  an  alphabetical  lift  of  the  Sub- 
icribers,  and  one  of  the  Commoners,  as  alfo 
a  table  of  the  Rules  and  Orders,  be  kept  at 
the  SPA  for  public  infpedtion. 

XII.  That  for  promoting  the  good  effects, 
and  more  extenfive  ufe  of  this  waiter,  fuch 
perfons  who  are  inclined  be  defired  to  com¬ 
municate  to  the  Proprietor  (under  cover  di¬ 
rected  to  one  of  the  Stewards)  the  benefit 
they  have  received,  which  fhall  either  be 
mentioned,  or  reprefented  with  fuch  cau¬ 
tion,  as  not  to  expofe  the  perfon  relieved, 
fhpuld  they  enjoin  feerefy.

SOMERSHAM  WATER. 

HE  SOMERSHAM  Water  is  a  Cha- 


X  lybeate  Water,  ftrongly  impregnated 
with  the  vitriol  of  iron  and  allum.  It  is 
much  flronger  in  dry  than  in  wet  feafons ; 
is  to  be  drank  at  the  fpring-head  from  the 
beginning  of  May  to  the  beginning  of  Oc¬ 
tober  ;  will  bear  carriage  to  any  diftance  • 
and  can  be  kept  a  long  while,  even  years,  if 
bottled  carefully,  at  a  proper  feafcn  *  alfo  it 
may  be  drank  at  any  time  of  the  year,  if 
direded. 

In  whatever  manner  the  SOMERSHAM 
Water  is  prefcribed,  whether  to  be  drank 
pure,  at  the  fpring-head,  or  at  a  diftance ; 
or  when  mixed  with  milk,  or  made  into 
whey  with  milk  ;  it  will  always  be  proper 
to  purge  before  the  perfon  begins  to  drink 
it.  The  phyfician  muft  dired  what  fort  of 
purge  will  beft  fuit  his  patient,  according 
to  the  nature  o  the  complaint.  Such  who 
do  not  require  any  particular  treatment,  may 
take  half  an  ounce  of  Rochelle  falts,  dif- 
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iolved  in  a  wine  glafs  of  theSOMERSHAM 
Water,  warmed  by  pouring  lome  hot  pure 
fpring  water  into  the  glafs,  to  prevent  the 
SOMERSHAM  Water  and  the  falts  from 
chilling  the  drinker.  Preferved  Carraway, 
or  Cardamom  feeds  or  Orange  peel,  may 
then  be  eaten,  and  the  perfon  muft  either 
walk  or  ride  gently,  but  neither  apply  to 
reading,  writing,  or  working,  in  a  fitting 
pofture ;  for  a  giddinefs  would  come 
on,  as  I  hatfe  often  experienced,  having 
purpofely  tried  feveral  times  the  effe&s  of 
application  to  read,  or  write,  immediately 
afi:er  drinking  the  SOMERS  BAM  Water, 
and  have  conftantly  had  a  fwimming  of  my 
head  ;  which,  however,  has  been  carried  off 
inftantly,  upon  walking  into  the  open  air; 
but  then  the  Water  will  be  apt  to  turn  the 
ftomach  fick,  and  to  work  off  by  ftool.  — 
I  muft  acquaint  my  readers,  that  it  is  the 
property  of  moil  Chalybeate  Waters  to 
tinge  the  ftools  black,  fo  that  they  fiiould 
not  be  alarmed  at  fuch  an  appearance  from 
drinking  the  SOMERSHAM  Water. 

About  half  an  hour  after  the  firft  glafs  a 
fecond  may  be  drank,  and  a  third  half  an 
hour  afterwards,  always  mixing  fome  hot 
water  to  warm  the  Chalybeate  Water  ;  after 
the  third  glafs,,  the  perfon  may  breakfaft  as 
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ufual  with  tea,  coffee,  or  thin  chocolate  bread, 
and  butter,  dry  toafted  bread,  or  bifcuits, 
avoiding  particularly  to  eat  hot  bread.  The 
next  day  after  purging,  the  courfe  of  drink¬ 
ing  may  begin,  and  be  continued  three 
weeks  or  a  month,  purging  at  the  end  of 
that  time  as  before ;  and  may  be  puffued 
afrefh,  or  reaffumed,  towards  autumn,  or  left 
off  entirely,  as  may  be  neceffary. 

In  the  afternoon,  fhould  the  cafe  require 
it,  the  patient  may  drink  a  glafs  or  two, 
taking  proper  exercife  ;  and  after  dinner,  a 
wine  glafs  full,  or  two, may  be  of  ufe  mixed 
with  wine  ;  but  then  great  care  mail  be 
had  not  to  eat  fuch  heavy,  greafy,  or  flimy 
food,  as  may  diforder  the  ftomach  ;  nor  to 
overload  it., 

I  mull  caution  my  readers  not  to  drink 
the  SOMERSHAM  Water  whenever  there 
are  acidities  in  the  ftomach,  which  will  be 
known  by  the  four  rifings  from  the  ftomach 
into  the  mouth  ;  fhould  a  medicinal  Water 
be  neceffary,  they  will  prefer  Brijlol ,  Baibf 
* Tilbury ,  or  'Tunbridge  Waters,  as  mod: 
likely  to  corred  thofe  acidities  which  the 
SOMERSHAM  Water  would  increafe. 

As 
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As  to  the  quantity  to  be  drank,  generally 
three  glaffes,  holding  each  a  quarter  of  a 
pint,  and  at  the  above-mentioned  diftances 
are  fuflicient ;  but  fome  perfons  can  bear 
even  half  a  pint,  or  more  - at  a  draught, 
while  others  cannot,  nor  fhould  not  drink  fo 
much  as  a  quarter  of  a  pint. 

The  Waters  may  alfo  be  directed  to  be 
drank  mixed  with  warm  milk  from  the  afs 
or  cow,  or  made  into  whey,  by  boiling  tire 
Chalybeate  Water  with  the  fame  quan¬ 
tity  of  milk,  and  carefully  (training  the 
whey  from  the  curd.  In  feveral  cafes,  but 
particularly  confumptive  perfons,  I  have 
found  the  benefit  of  fuch  mixtures.  This 
whey  doth  not  require  that  the  patient 
fhould  take  fo  much  exercife  as  when  the 
Water  is  only  mixed  with  milk,  or  drank 
by  itfelf. 

When  the  Water  is  carried  to  any  di- 
ftance,  an  ochry.  fediment  is  to  be  feen  at 
the  bottom  of  the  bottle,  which  fouls  the 
Water  on  pouring  it  out ;  the  way  to  drink 
it  clear,  and  agreably,  is  to  pour  the  Cha¬ 
lybeate  Water  into  the  glafs  through  a  very 
fine  linnen  cloth,  and  it  will  then  have  its 
ufual  tranfparency  and  fparkling.  But,  when 

at 
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at  a  diftance,  whey  is  required,  there  will 
be  no  need  of  draining,  till  the  whey  is 
made ;  fo  that  the  Water,  though  fhaken 
and  foul,  may  be  mixed,  and  boiled  with 
the  milk. 

The  ufe  of  the  SOMERSHAM  Water 
will  not  prevent  the  continuance  of  fuch 
medicines  as  the  Phyfician  majr  think  fuh> 
able  to  his  patient.  In  many  cafes  they  will 
affift  each  other,. 

Notwithftanding  this  kingdom  is  provi¬ 
dentially  watered  with  various  fprings  of 
great  utility,  this  Chalybeate  Water  is  the 
only  one  of  the  kind  yet  difeovered  :  like 
every  good  medicine,  this  powerful  Water, 
is  neither  proper  for  all  conftitutions,  or 
all  diforders:  it  will,  therefore,  be  indif- 
penfably  neceflary  for  the  fick  to  confult 
their  Phyfician  before  they  venture  to  drink 
improperly  a  water,  whofe  contents  might 
prove  contrary,  if  not  hurtful  to  them ;  for 
it  may  fo  happen  to  thofe  Phyficians,  as  it 
has  to  me,  inftead  of  recommending  the 
SOMERSHAM  Water,  to  fend  patients 
to  Brijiol ,  Bath,  Tunbridge ,  Scarborough ,

The  SOMERSHAM  Water  is  not  to 
be  recommended  to  perlons  who  are  trou¬ 
bled  with  the  vertigo  ;  in  all  aflh?Ticis>  except 
the  lpaimodic,  from  an  hyfteric  or  hypo¬ 
chondriacal  caufe ;  nor  in  the  anafarca,  or 
tympanv  ;  or  to  inch  perlons,  who,  through 
age  or  bulk,  cannot  take  luffkient  exercife, 
or  have  lvvelled  legs.  The  Water  is  cau- 
ticuflv  to  be  adviied  in  obftruftions  of  the 
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tnenfes ,  in  plethoric  conftitutions,  and  ablo- 
lately  forbid  as  hurtful,  until  proper  eva¬ 
cuations  have  been  made. 

This  is,  although  imperfect,  the  whole 
account  I  could  communicate  at  prefent, 
which  I  hope  will  prove  neither  ufelefs  or 
unfatisfadtory  to  my  readers.
